Upon the advent of a stranger to nny 


town, the llrst thing wlucli attracts Ills 
notice is tho public buildings, mid 
especially the school houses and church- 
es. Especially is this true it the atrangor 
in question is looking for a place where 
ho may mnko his homo. 


In the matter of capacity and ulylc, 


perhaps I he churches of Doontur, previ- 
ous to January, 1875, coinparcd favora- 
bly with those of other cities of equal 
population; but, while this was tiuo, 
it was apparent thr.t several of our re- 
ligious societies were circumscribed in 
their inlluenco, fine 
1 retarded In their 


growth for the wnnt of larger and moro 
convenient houses of worship, This 
embarrassment Die societies In question 
deeply fi.lt, nnd for the past ycnr or two 
had bean casting about For eligible lo- 
cations, and at the same tinio unking an 
estimate of their financial ability, to 
see whether they wonld bo able to build 
should they start in the enterprise. We 
are happy lo say that threo of tho 
churches thus putting out feelers with 
a vlow to securing butter accommoda- 
tions for thflr respective congregations, 
saw their way clcur to commenco opera- 
tions, which they did quito early in the 
senasn. 


Tho Baptist Society, which has long 


boon crumped for room, sold their pres- 
ent church site and building, reserving 
the right of occupation until they could 
provide another place of worship. In 
pursuance of their enterprise, tho trus- 
tees, with tlie approval of the tioclply, 
bsught what is known as the Thatclipr 
property, at the louthnnat corner of 
Water and North streets, with a view to 
put up a church edifice fronting on 
Water street, with a spacious kotino- 
room in tho rear, fronting on North st. 
Tho plan of the Society was to erect 
their leotuic-room this season, and lei^ve 
tho construction of the main building 
until Hitch times as they might bo nblo 
to complete their enterprise, In pursu- 
ance of thlo purpose, quite «nrly in the 
season they laid tho foundations 'for » 
building, about 40x70 foot, and have 
proceeded with commendable despatch, 
until now they can begin to sue, the end, 
so far as the lecture-room is concerned 
Tho bnllding is Tory neat in its external 
appearance, and is a gem of neatness 
and c»nT»nlenco In its interior nrriuige- 
meat. 
When completed it will have 


colt in the neighborhood of $10,000, and 
will scat about four hundred people. It 
•vlll probably be two months yet bcfoi o 
the house is ready for occupation. It 
will answer the demands of the congre- 
gation Tery well for the present, so fur 
as room is concerned, and we congratu- 
late this earnest, enterprising church, 
upon tho completion of its plnns thus fur. 


About the same time that operations 


were commenced by the Baptist congre- 
gation, the Christian church began ,lo 
move in tho direction of anew chuich, 
which they had long needed for the ac- 
commodation of thoir growing congic- 
tion. After casting about for a location 
it was decided that n» better one 
could bo found than tbatupen which 
their house of worship then stood. Ac- 
cordingly that was fixed upon as tlie site 
for the now cdiflue, nnd plans for the 
building were nt onco drawn up. As the 
now building was to occupy the same 
ground as the old, it became necessary 
(o abandon tho latter nt onco as » place 
nf worship. Arrangements wero there- 
fore made for the Society to occupy the 
oporn house for their Bunday services, 
while tho church was being built; and 
the rn/.lng of the old structure w»s pro- 
ceeded with at once, and the brick 
whioh it contained wero used fur tho 
foundations of tho now, 
»Aftor;fully 


canvassing the question of material, it 
was finally decided to build of wood,— 
Tho dimensions of the main building 
nrc 38ix50}, with nn addition at tho cast 
end about 20x80 feet. It is estimated 
that tho auditorium will scut nearly 400 
people, and each pew is to bo provided 
with what may be called n folding scat, 
at the end, which may be opened out 
and used when needed, and neatly folded 
up whoa not in use, so as to bo entirely 
out of the way. These additional scats, 
together with the room nt the east end, 
which can bo opened into the audience 
room by means of sliding windows, will 
give seating loom for nearly sit hun- 
dred persons 
The church is now rapid- 


ly approaching completion, tho plastoi- 
ini; being done nnd tho walls neatly 
frescoed, the painting is also well under 
iMiy, and the probability is that tho 
lunixo \\ill bo ready for dedication insiilu 
of twu weeks. The cnipentor work has 
been done by K. McNubb, Esq , who 
:iluo diew the plans. Tho painting is 
done by Cupt. W ^ Blngliam, and n 
neat job of fn'stoing has been done by 
Mr Meyer. Every pint of the work is 
luj;hl) (icditiililc tn llmse having it in 
<harg(>,niid llie s t i u i t n i i , when done,

It is, thought thnt the entile co^t will nut

The Universulist Society hiib also felt

are 38x00 feet, and it'is estimated that 
tho audience r*om will seat atjout throe 
hundred and fl'fty.people.
